care for the Childs and Child-bed 
linnen, Then you need net fear the 
turning of the tide,or that a mifchance 
: will 
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will happen ; wherewith all people » 
ſecing no other ilue , laugh and ſcoff 
unmeaſurably ; and think that the 


Midwife hath been greaſedin thebiſt, 


| (as1t oftentimes happens) b-cauſe ſhe 


ſhould ſay, that it was a fuil created 
child, and no colle&ion of ill hu- 
mors, or a wind-cgg. 

And the greatelt joy is, that you 
have now fo hoiſted your top-(all , 
that your wife cannot any more call 
youa Dry-boots, ora John Cannot 
which were for you ſuch diſreſpect- 
full names , and yet for quietneſs ſake 
you yere forced to ſmother them in 
your breaft , becauſe you could haye 
no witnefſle for your vindication. 

You are now ſo far exalted , that 
you will very ſpeedily be ſaluted with 
the nameof ; Dad & Pappa which is as 
pleafiagand acceprable for you nw , as 
the nameof Bridegroo;% was before. 

O how bappy you arc! & what plea« 
ſures doth the married eſtate provide

ſo well? Now you may perceive that 
the procreating of children , makes 
the band of wedlock much ſtronger , 
and increaſeth the affeftions. 

Now were it well time , that by 
death either of the good woman or 
the Child, that youdid , by a will, 
ſeekthe mortification ofthe diſadvan- 
tagious Contradt of marriage ; and by 
that means get all there is to your 
ſelf, in place of going back to her 
friends and relations ; But , alas , ſhe 
hath ſo much in her head at preſent , 
that there is no ſpeaking to her about 
it, without bigs a great trouble to 
her : beſides her ſences cannot now 
bearit therefore you muſt let it alone 
till another time, 

Do you your ſelf but obſerve,& you'l 
quickly 
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quickly ſee that a lying»in requirethſo 
much trimming , that ſhe bath reall 
careenough upen her } the Child-bed 
linnen alone , is a thing that would 
make ones head full of dizzineſs, it 
conſiſts of ſo many ſorts of knick- 
knacks; I will not ſo much as name 
all the other jinkombobs that are de- 
pendances to it, Therefore, ought 
you to be ſo cempafſionate with her , 
as not to ſpeak to her about any other 
thing ; for all her mind and fences are 
ſo imploied upon that ſubject , that 
ſhe can think upon nothing elfe but 
her down-lying. Hear but deliberately 
to all her lying-in , and of what be- 
longs toit, Tis no wonder neither 
for there ismnot one of her acquain- 
tance comes to her, either woman 
or maid , but they preſently a{k her , 
Well, Miſtris , whendo you reckon? 
And thar is a Text then , ſo ſull of 
matter that there is oftentimes 
three or four hours preacht upon it, 
before afiy of the Auditors be weary,

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O that all Minifters were ſo bappy, 
as to have alwaies ſuch earneſt and 
ſerious hearers, In the mean while 
there is no body happier than the 
maids, for they are then free from 
being the Town-talk; for at other 
times , the firſt word is , How do you 
like your maid? whichis another Text 
* that the women generally preach out 
of, and make longeſt ſermons in, 

But methinks, I ſhould happen to 
fall here from the Miſtris upon the 
Maid, 

To go forward then, See how ſe- 
rious your deareſt is, with Jae the 
Semſtreſs, contriving how much lin- 
nen ſhe wuſt buy to make all her 
Child=bed linzen as it ought to be} 
how diligently ſhe meaſures the Beds, 
Bellibands, Nevel- clouts, ſhirrs , and 
all other trincogn , trancoms ! and ſhe 
keeps 1s exact an account of the ells, 
halt ells, quarters, and lefler mea- 
ſures, as if ſhe had gone ſeven yearsto 
{chool to !earn caſting of an account. 


Let 
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Letthis meaſuring and reckoning 
be pleaſant to you, becauſe the charge 
thereof will fall eoſtly enough for 
you. To morrow ſhe goes te market » 
to buy two or three pieces of lingen » 
one whereof muſt be very fine, and 
the other a little courſer, And you 
need nottake any notice what quan» 
tity of fine ſmall Laces ſhe hath ocs 
calion for, by reaſon it might per- 
haps overcloud this ſixth pleaſure of 
martiage , which younow poſſeſs, 
Why ſhould you not be merry ? 
you have now above all things a Wife 
to your mind ; who whutſoever ſhe 
imagines, .defires or doth, it is al- 
wates accompanic( with wiſhes. O , 
ſaies!he, how glad ſhall I be, when 
all ings is bought that there ought 
to be Jor the making of my Child-bed 
Iinnen. And no foongr isit bought, 
but (hgn the wilhes that it were 
ma/.e. 
ut this requires ſome time : and 
then you'l have reaſon to rcjvice ; for 
FE 6 it 
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1tis commonly the uſual cuſtom ofthe 
ſemſtreſſes to let you.go and ran after 
them,and fop you off with lies and fto- 
ries, till thetime be {o nigh at hand , 
that it will admit no longer delay. 

Yet before you ſeethat your wife 
hath accompliſht this deſire, you'l 
find her very muchtroubled at two ſe- 
.yeral cauſes, which will make you 
glad when ſhe hath once obtained 
them. For theſe are things of impor- 
tance, to wit, the making choice of 
a Midwife and a Nurſe , becauſe upon 
onedepends the health and preſerva- 
tion of the life of the Woman ; and 
on the other that of the Child. 

Let itno waies moleſt or trouble 
you , but rather be plealivg and accep- 
eable, ifſhe be continually chattering 
at you; and deſiring your advice and 
councell, whoghe ſhall make choice 
of or not; hereby you may obſerve, 
that you have a very carefull wife ; and 
if you Iſten alittle more narrowly , 
you will hear whar a ſpecial care ſhe 


* hath 
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hath for all things; then ſhe will every 
day be relating to you that ainongſi 
the number of Midwives which have 
been recommendad to her, there is 
not one that pleaſes her; for one is 
too young and unexpertenced , ano- 
theris tooold anddoting; a thirdis 
too big handed; a fourth hath too 
much talk ; and the fifth drinks too 
much wine. To be ſhott there is fo 
many deficiencies in everly one of 
them , that the good woman hath need 
of a learned Counſellors advice to 
help her to chuſe the beſt. 

And the like trouble hath he alſo 


' concerning the taking of a Nurſe 


having already ſpenta above months 
time in examintng among her kindred 
and relations,and other goodacquain« 
tance, how ſuch and ſuch nurſes have 
behaved themſelves;&ſheisinformed 
that there are few to be fonnd but haye 
certainly ſome faults or other, and 
ſomtimes very great ones , for one is 
too fluttiſh, another ſaunters too 

Hz much , 
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athird too lazy ; another too dainty : 
and then agatn, one cats too much , 
and another drinks to much; one 
keeps company to much with the 
maid, and another in like manner 
with the good man: And ſuch aone 
or ſacha one are the beſt , but they 
werenot very handy about the hearth, 
to make ready ſome liquoriſh dainty 
things for the good woman, which 
is a matter of no ſmall weight, 
Behold ! hath ſhe-not very great 
cauſe to be troubled: and thereour 
you may very well alſo obſerve how 
happy you are, ſeeing you have got= 
ten a wife that night and day is bulie 
and taking care of all theſe concerns 
and other affairs, Yes verily,although 
her big-belly be very cumberſom to 
her, yet the mult be abroad, every 
day from morging till evening , to 
take care and provide all thefe 1impor- 
tant things, that nothing may be wan- 
ting, Well what a carcfull wife you 
have! how migluily (he is ny 
or 
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for this aboyeall other things whate 
ſoever ! 

And ſcarcely haththe good womatt 
gotten theſe two main inſtruments; 
but ſhe finds her ſelf ftill involvedin 
ſo much other buſineſs , that ſhe 
hardly cantell howto do orturn her 
ſelf in it; for now there wants a Groa- 
_ ſtool, a Screen, and a Cradle- 
with what belongs to it ; andheaven 
knows what more, which haye been 
ſo long negleQed with the care that 
was taking to get a Midwife and a 
Nurſe. Then again there wants new 
Hangings,a Down-bed a Chriſtening. 
cloath, {ilver candle ſticks, a Caudle- 
cps &c. that of neceſſity mult be 
bought & uſed at the |[ying-1n, & Goſ- 
lips tealt ; ſo that the good man need 
not fear that his mony will grow moul- 
dy for want of being tugned too&again, 

Oh were ygur dear wife ſo happy 
that ſhe had_once made an end of all 
theſe ponderous affairs, then all 
would be well: For then ſhe could 

|  begit 
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begin to give order for the making 
clean the houſe from top to bottom ; 
and for the preſſing of ſome curtains , 
Vallians and Hangings ; the rubbing 
of Stools, Chairs and Cupboard; the 
ſcouring of the Warming-pan and 
Chamber-pot: And'tis no wonder , 
for whenthe good woman lies in, then 
come ſo many buſie-bodies that with 
their glouring eyes are peeping into 
eyery hole and corner. 

Theſe things do fo exceſſively 
trouble her brain ; that ſhe can hardly 
the whole day think upon any thing 
elſe , yea goes ſo near her that it 
oftentimes totally bereaves her of her 
nights reſt inſomuch that ſhe is faiy to 
ly very long a bedin the morning. And 
if by night ſhe happen but only to 
think of Bookincjo, {he hath imme- 
diately ſuch anglteration in her very 
intrals, that ſhe feels here or there 
ſorne or other deficiency 5 which 
comes fo vehement upon her that the

ble, grunt ane? groan , that it (ſeems 
as if ſhe wovld go into the Garden 
and fetch a Babe out of the Parſley- 
bed, -

DS over, With the aforeſaid 
Mirth and Pleaſures; do not you now 
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But Uds-lid this is a great-ſurprizal; 
fora little while ago ſhe ſaid that ſhe 
was but ſeyenth months gone of her 
reckoning, How then? ſhould ſhe 
have jeſted upori it > or has the good 
woman loſt her book , and ſo made a 
falſe account ? Yetthis being the firſt 
time of her reckoning , ought the 
more favourably to be paſſed by as 
long as the Trade goes forwards, 
There's now no ſmall alarm in the 
Watch.

Therefore without denial away the 
ood man himſelf muft to fetch the 
Midwife : {for who knows whether or 
no ſhe would come fo quick if the 
maid went; nay it is aqueltion alſo, 
being ſo latein the night, whether ſhe 
word come along with the maid 
alone, becanſe ſhe dwells ia a very ſo- 
litary corner clearly atthe t'other end 
of the City : (for after a ripe delibera- 
tion of the good woman, the lor fell 
ſo that ſhe made choice of thisgrave 
and experienced Midwite,) 
_— Away 
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Away runs the poor man withour 
ſtop or Ray , as if he wererunning for 
« wager of ſome great concern, And 
though it be never {ſo cold , the ſweat 
trickies down by the hairof his head , 
For fear he ſhould not find the Mid- 
wife at home ; or that perhaps ſhe 
might be fercht out to ſome other 
place, from whence ſhe could not 
come, Andifit ſhould happen lo,we 
areall undone; for the good woman 
muſt have this Midwife, or elſe ſhe 
dies; neither can or dare ſhecondeſ-. 
cend totake any ofthe other , forthe 
reaſons afore mentioned. 
But what remedy? if there muſt 


. tome another, thenſhe will fo alzer , 


vex,and fret her ſelf at it, that all the 
provocations of pains in labour, turns 
againft her ſtomack , and there is no 
hopes further for thaz time, 

But whuleſt you are running, and 
conſider inthis manner bope x 4 beft; 
rather think with your ſelf, what great ' 
joy is approaching urſto you , if your 

: wite, 
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wife, thus ſoon, come to be ſafely de- 
livered of a hopefull Son or Daugh- 
ter: In the firſt place,you will be freed 
from all that trouble of riſing in the 
night, and fromthe heaving of the 
grumbling and mumbling of your 
' wife ; two months ſooner then you 
pow ſelf did expe& you ſhould have 
en, 

Be not diſcomforted although ſhe 
doth thus unexpectedly force you out 
of bed , before you have hardly ſlept 
an hour, for you ſee there's great 

occaſion for't ; and now is thetime to 
ſhow that you truly love your wife, 
This firſt time will make it more 
accuſtomary , the firſt is alſo com- 
monly the worſt, And if = be ſo 
fortunate that at the very ficſt you hap- 
pen to meet with this prudent and 

rave Matron Midwife , 8 do bring 
- to your Bnging-for dearly be- 
loved Wifez' yet nevertheleſs you 
may aſſure your ſelf, that before you 


can arrive to haye the full ſcope and 
_— heighth 
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heighth of this Pleaſure, you"! find 
ſomerhing more to do: For the Mid- 
wife is not able aloneto govern and 
take care of all things that mult be 
fetcht, brought and carried to and 
again z therefore of neceſſity the 
friends muſt be fetcht with all the 
ſpeed imaginable, viz. Siſters, wives, 
Aunts, Coufins, and ſeveral fami- 
liar good acquaintances muſt have 
notice of it, andbedefraied to come 
to her quickly , quickly, without 
any delay; and if you do not invite 
them very ceremonially every one ac- 
cording to their degrees and quali- 
ties, itis taken tobe no {mall e rrony 

It hath hapned more then a hun- 
dred times that the Siſter afterwards 
would not come to the Chriſtning 
Feaſt ; becauſe , by chance , ſhe 
heard, that the Brothers wife had 
notice given her of the Child-bearing 
before her ſelf ; little conſidering 
how fer people the young people had 
in the night to aſſiſt them; or that

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the contuſion and unexperiencednefs 
was the occalion that rhey dtd noe 
think of ſuch a method or order, Nay 
ofrentimes isthis ſort of jealoukie ari- 
ſan between the Aune and Confin;

Yonder Peg the maid runs her 
anckle out of joint, and her ſelf out of 
breath , todefire to borrow them of 
Miſtris Buy-all, And ſhe's hardly got- 
ten out of dores, before they per- 
cave that the warming pan 1s yet to 
be bought; and that that's worſt of 
all, 1s, that all the Child-bed linnen 
is not yet ſtarcl'd ot iron'd ; often - 
tunes it happens that 1t is yet upon the 
the Bank(ide at bleach.

Oh , faith Miltris JFbar d'ye 
caller , it is a very lamentable and 
ſad condition , when things run ſo 


contrary that we muſt go a whole 


Journy about to clear ones ſelf of Py- 
corner; and reſolve without much 
conſideration , that a Chyrurgion 
muſt be ſent for :- And nevertheleſs, 
although it be very ſhameleſs, yet 
theneceſſity occaſions and forces the 
doing of it: But when there is talk'd 
of ſuch things, it makes me thinka 
thouſand times overof a certain paſ- 
ſage that hapned to one of my neareſt 
friends and relations: When the 
good woman, being at the yery end
